El Paso, Tex., 
Nov. 
15.—Cuidad 
Juarez, the most important nortnern 
port of entry in Mexico, was captured 
by. constitutionalists under General 
tanc ho Villa and General Maclevio 
Herrera early this morning with a 
small loss on either side. 
The occupation of Juarez by rebels 
began at z:3U o'clock alter the meii 
under Villa and Herrera had reacueu 
the town in trains thought to be car- 
rying federal soldiers to tha garrison. 
The; rebels detrained 
undiscovered, 
placed their artillery and had every- 
thing in readiness to battle before tne 
•word was given to fire on the federal 
garrison. At the first volley the 
•oiouuued government troops wert 
juwcmblea and returned the tire, en- 
gaging in a battle which lasted foi 
two hours. 


Bullets in El Paso. 
Bullets fell thick in El Paso and all 
the residents here'were awakened by 
the sound of heavy artillery firing. 
Americans were kept from the danger 
zone by a detachment of the loth 
"United States cavalry on patrol duty 
here under Major R. E. L. Mitchie. 
The formal surrender of the city to 
the constitutionalists was at five 
o'clock when the federal commander 
threw himself and his soldiers on the 
mercy of the victorious rebels. 


Bands Plav. 
At once bands began playing on the 
streets and the 
town rang witti 
"Vivas" for the conquerors. 
It was by one of the cleverest 
strategies in the history of Mexico 
that Juarez was taken. General Villa 
and General Herrera were at Chihua- 
hua city on Thurhday, reporting to 
he attacking that 
town. Federal 
troops were rushed to the reinforce- 
ment of the Chihuahua garrison, out 
Villa never really pushed his attack 
there. 


Came by Train. 
Leaving behind a small force of men 
he took more than 7,000 of his troops 
on board the train which 
reached 
Juarez at the time a federal troops

Was Wounded. 
The lieutenant liaing succeeded in 
reaching American soil fell at the 
feet of the American soldiers wound- 
ed in the leg".

At daylight this morning C. E. Saw- 
yer, auditor of the city schools of El 
Paso, picked up a steel jacketed bul- 
let near the front door of the Mesa 
public school, three miles from Juar- 
ez. It had fallen there during the 
fighting. 


Capture Important. 
Washington, Nov. 15.—The capture 


of Juarez by constitutionalists of an 
important port through which muni- 
tions of war might be passed for a 
vigorous campaign on Chihuahua and 
the large cities to the south, is ex- 
pected to have considerable effect In 
Mexico City. The capture of Juarez 
by Madero in his rebellion against 
Porh'rio Diaz was the turning point 
w'hich brought the Diaz regime 
to 
terms and forced the flight of the 
president.

Mexico City, Nov. 15.—Senators and

Hundreds in El Paso gathered at 
safe distances from the fighting to 
watch the night battle. At one stage 
in the battle bullets struck buildings . 
around the Plaza and created a small , 
panic among the onlookf-rs. Splinters 
from broken windows showered upon 
them. 


Three Killed. 


Three Americans 'were killed in 
Juarez during the fighting incident to 
the capture of the city by rebels early 
today. 
At seven o'clock fighting was re- 
sumed near th.e Juarez race track. 
General 
Francisco Castro,

mander of the federal garrison, was 
missing. He 
was not among the 
killed or wounded and it was believed 
he escaped from the city. 


Names of Dead. 
The three Americans were killed 
during the -fighting in Juarez, accprd- 
ing.-to- reports received fiere at eight 
o'clock.

Two other Americans who have been 
identified, were killed in a raid on a 
gaftibllng house.

Paul W. Black of the University Ex- 


tension Makes Informal Report 


on Sanitary Conditions 


of City. 


Paul W. Black of the University 
Extension Work, who is in the city 
with the tuberculosis exhibit which is 
attracting attention at the city hall, 
has made a survey of the city as to 
its sanitary conditions and his in- 
formal report shows that the condi- 
tions are favorable for an epidemic 


i unless 
outbuildings 
are 
removed, 
which endanger the water supply of 


I a portion of the city. Mr. Black said 
this morning: 


"Conditions in Janesville are favor- 
able to a big epidemic of infectious 
diseases. 
Although 
at present the 
city is exceptionally free from con- 
tagious and infectious diseases, yet 
the fact remains that a recent survey 
showed 1528 outhouses in the city 
without sewer connections. 
"These are largely in the low dis- 
tricts of the city, just where the city- 
water supply is least ia use and sur- 
face wells supply the water. Sup- 
pose there should be a case of typhoid 
or some other contagious disease in 
this district and the surface water 
wells become contaminated through 
the outhouses that have no sewer con- 
nections. 
An epidemic such as has 
never been known might break forth.

Under the title of "Just Between 


Friends." the "Coal Age" 
recently 


published this little heart to heart 
talk with employes. The text, as well 
as the spirit with which it is treated, 
is worthy of notice. 


Many Gazette readers have been in- 


terested in watching the work on the 
new Milwaukee street bridge, which 
has been in process of construction, 
for the nast three months. 
The one 


thing which has caused more com- 
ment than any other is the skill dis- 
played in handling the work and di- 
recting the men. Not a loud word is 
spoken, and the signal of a hand is 
the recognized word of command. 


All kinds of •workmen are employed 


find well developed muscles are in 
liberal demand, for the work is rough 
nnd heavy, taxing to the limit the 
powers of physical endurance. 
It is 


doubtful if any one of the many men 
employed could construct a bridge, 
but the mind in charge is a master 
mind, and in speaking of wha.t seems 
a difficult task, says thp.t the city 
bridge is a toy, compared to the great 
railway structures which span the 
broad rivers. 


The knowledge which this man pos- 
sesses, and which makes him so effi- 
cient, was not gleane'l from books, 
neither was it acquired through in- 
heritance, or a streak of luck. It was 
gained in the school of hard knocks, 
by close observation and steady ap- 
Dlciation. He is familiar with every 
branch of the work, and no man is 
asked to perform a task that 'he has 
not mastered by experience. 


It would be helpful to the men in 


the ranks of the world's great indus- 
trial army, to remember that the men 
who direct them are always self-marte 
men. 
They are not large capitalists, 


so far as money is concerned, but 
they 'are thoroughly equipped with 
ability, and are able to assume re- 
sponsibility. 


The supply of this class of talent is 


never equal to the demand. This fact 
in itself should be a great incentive 
to the men in the ranks, because th.ey 
represent the only source of supply. 


Division huperintendents, and the 


men at the head of every department 
including the officers, of the great 
transportation 
companies, are men 


from the ranks, and this is true, to 
very large extent, of the commercial, 
as well as the industrial world. 


The salaries paid to this class of 


toilers represents a better 
income 


th.an the average man in business re- 
ceives, and no financial responsibility 
is involved. 


It is true that capital is necessary 


tto finance all great enterprises, but 
j.-apital takes all the risk, and losses 


re of daily occurrence. 
The com- 


lercial agencies report more failures 
ar the month of October, than for 
|tny October in the last half dozen 
Fyears, but there have been no failures 
'in the labor world, and every man 
finds employment who is willing to 
work.

'The complaint is sometimes made 


that too much is said about th.ere al- 
\vavs being "room at the top." bemuse 
so few. comparatively, are able to 
reach it, but without "the top" as an 
incentive, there would be lack of en- 
couragement for ambition. Better by 
far to strive for something within the 
range of possibilities, than to sacri- 
fice ambition and become a time- 
server. 


The zenith of the average man's 


ability, whether he toil with hand 01 
brain, or both combined, is not among 
the stars, and the most of us clo '.veil 
to keep our feet on the ground, and 
maintain our footing. 


The merchant princes of the coun- 


try are but a little squad compared 
to the forces of average tradesmen 
scattered over the country, satisfied 
with moderate success. 


The men in the great professions, 


who attract 
attention beyond the 


liorizon, where their lot is cast, are 
few and far between, but the average 
man is fulfilling his mission faithfully, 
and is content. 


These conditions apply to the wqrld 


of labor with equal force, and tire rea- 
hon why they are not more generally 
recognized and accepted is because it 
covers a larger field, more complex in 
its make-up, and more disturbed by 
agitation designed to incite unrest. 


The average mechanic, in whatever 


channel, does well to master his trade 
and 
become 
an 
expert 
workman. 


When b.e combines with this knowl- 
edge, loyalty and faithful service, he 
is doing all that is expected of him. 
and all that he could be reasonably 
expected to do. 


It is said of the inventor, the man 


whose mind is absorbed with new 
problems, that he needs a guardian, 
as much as a child. And ho'does, be- 
cause his thinking has all been done 
in one channel, and the mind lacks 
development along other lines. 


It is natural for men in the indus- 


tries to imagine at times that they 
could manage 
the 
business which 


gives them employment, better than 
it is being managed, and this is the 
cause of more or less unrest. 


The fact is often overlooked that 


the first requisite to management am 
direction, is self-control. Capital sel 
dom trusts itself in the bands of men 
who lack this requisite. 
The man 


who combines thrift with economy 
may develop executive ability. Wher 
he does, it is usually recognized. 


A time ago. a small manufanlurpi 


in Cincinnati, employing some thirtj 
odd men, was 
confronted 
with ; 


strike. The old man was very mucl 
grieved, for many of his men had been 
with him for years. 
Calling them to 


the office for a. conference, he said: 


"Boys. I would like to meet your 


demands, but the business simply 
can't afford it. Possibly it may be m> 
fault, so I am going to organize a 
stock company and let. you have all 
the stock. Pay me what money you 
have and give me your notes for the 
balance." v 


The company was organized with 


thirty-three stockholders, a board ol 
directors elected, and a going busi- 
ness turned over to the officers to 
run. In six months all of the stock- 
holders had retired but three, and be- 
fore 
the year closed a committee 


called on the old man and besonelit 
him to again take control. Why? Be- 
cause the men. 
all 
good workmen, 


lacked the expert knowledge neces- 
sary to successful management. 


The niche which we occupy in the 


world's busy work shop, may not bo 
just the niche to which we are b°st 
adapted, but it is more likely to be 
our size than too small. If we fill it 
well and are badly cramped some- 
body will discover our condition and 
come to our relief. 


Here's a little story of yesterday 


and while it hasn't much to do with 
the text, it shows the kind of heroes 
that come from the ranks. Engineer 
Duggan was 
one of God's choice 
specimens. 


"One hundred Chicagoans on the 


'Denver express.' a limited train, east 
bound for Chicago, on the Santa Fe 
railroad, owe their lives today to En- 
gineer 3. ,T. Duggan of 4407 Calumet 
avenue, Chicago. 


"The train was running fifty miles 


an hour. Dnorgan ?aw a switch ahead 
was open: He shouted to his fireman 
and airbrake man to .lump .for their 
lives. The men plunged from th.e cab 
Duggan stuck to his post. He threw 
in his reverse and then his throttle 
full speed ahead. He knew the loco- 
motive would plunge over the steep 
concrete elevation, but. he though he- 
could check the speed sufficienely to 
stop the passenger cars. 


"He judged correctly. 
The locomo-

pied baggage car fairly leaped over 
the embankment, tearing loose

and. landing a steaming pile "of splint- 
ered wood and twisted iron in the 
street below.

Exhibit is Most Instructive and Takes 


Up Work of the Crusade Being 


Waged Against White 


Plague. 


There was a most interested audi- 
ence that taxed the seating capacity 
£ the assembly room at the city hall 
ast night who listened to the talk of 
\lvin U. Reis, lecturer and factory 
pecialist of the Wisconsin Anti-Tu- 
>erculosis association, 011 the "White 
lague." Mayor Fathers, City Health 
Officer Buckmaster, Prof. Buell, Dean 
Heilly and Dr. Holsapple also spoke. 
This evening Dr. Cunningham, Mr. 
IcNamara, Father Willmann and Dr. 
Beaton will speak, and Mr. Reis will 
ilso give" a short address on "Cases 
nd Conditions in Rock County." As 
n last evening's address, motion pic- 
ures %yill be used to illustrate the 
alks given. 
Mayor Fatherh gave a hearty wel- 
ome to the Wisconsin Anti-Tubercu- 
osis association and their workers, 
ommended the work of the local so- 
ciety under whose auspices the pres- 
nt 
meeting 
was held. 
He also 
urged all citizens to view the present 
exhibit and complmented the work 
aeing done by the earnest workers 
vho accompany it. 
H. C. Buell spoke briefly, touching 
ipon the purity of the milk supply o£ 
he city which he thought most excel- 
ent. 
He 
believed, however, that 
here was room for much improve- 
ment in many other sanitary condi- 
.ions in the city. 
Dr. Holsapple is an ardent advocate 


of the movement for dental inspec- 
ion in the schools and talked on this 
subject, explaining the work that is 
being done along this line in other 
cities, 
particularly Cleveland 
and 
Philadelphia. 
Dean Reilly gave much of the credit 
.'or the present movement in .u..:es- 
ville and the organization of the local 
,uberculosis association, to Reverend 
Willmann of Trinity church, whpn. 
he Dean characterized as arousing 
the citizens to their duty. 
Dr. Buokmaster brought the talks cf 


;h,e evening up to the work of 
the 
state anti-tuberculosis association, and 
Alvin C. Reis gave the talk of the 
vening, a brief resume of which is 
given below: 
"In the city of Milwaukee, where 1 
.ive, we have on the books of our 
health department 1,504 registered 
;ases of tuberculosis. In the state ot 
Wisconsin we have 13.000 cases, more 
than pneumonia, typhoid fever, scar- 
let fever and diphtheria all put to- 
gether. 
In 
the 
United Stat.as we 
have over a million cases of 
this 


dreaded plasrue. 
"In Milwaukee, each time that our 


factory whistles blow in the morning 
and ceah time that they blow again at 
night, consumption sends to thn grave 
one man, woman or child. In Wiscou 
sin 2,nOO lives are each year offeree 
un to - this disease. 
In the United 
States someone is billed by consumi: 
tion every three minutes, every three 
minutes of every day of every year. 
One mornine last year the world 


was sta'-'tled bv^the news of a horrible 
ocean disaster—the sinking 
of 
the 


Titanic—Tv-neW "a"' gitint" steamship 
an iceberg and went down 


bearing with it its human cargo ot 
1,492 
lives. 
Immediately government 
investigations were started: 
officials 


of the steamship company were con 
demned in bitter terms; and thR sirik 
ing of the Titanic will go down in hi.s 
roty as one of'the most traffic evpnts 
of 'the twentieth century, ber-nuse— 
think of ft—1,192 bodies lay buried a1 
the bottom of the 
Atlantic ocean 


And yet. my friends, we have such a 
Titanic disaster from tuberculosis ir 
the United States every three days— 
every three days. No government in 
vestigation is started; no public ange 
is aroused 
These 
are the silen 
deaths whose only history is recorded 
in the eyes that are dimmed witl 
tears. 
"The hopeful part of this story is 
that one-half of this suffering—all o 
it—can be prevented. 
We are pre 
venting consumption every day. 
In 
Wisconsin the death rate from tuber 
culosis is decreasing five and one-hal 
times as fast as the total death rate 
In Milwaukee during the past five 
years, we have cut down the dealt 
rate from tuberculosis twenty-five per 
cent, and if our work will only keel 
up, we are going to wipe consumption 
entirely out of the city of Milwaukee. 
•^"We are not only preventing con- 
sumption, we are curing it. 
In the 
tuberculosis hospitals in 
Milwaukee 
county and in this state we are tak- 
ing one-half of our patients and send- 
ing them back to work; one-half of 
the men and women who come there 
on their way to the grave with con- 
sumption, we are curing and 'sending 
them, not only back to their homes, 
but back to tho factory and store and 
oflice from which they come. 
"I am glad to tell you tonight that 
the death rate from tuberculosis in 
AVicsonsin is thirty-five per cent lower 
than it is in the United States as a 
whole, which means that we are sav- 
ing 1,321 human lives in the state of 
Wisconsin every year. 
"The work of the Wisconsin Anti- 
Tuberculosis association is divided in- 
to two parts. 
First, educating the 


people 
individuals, telling 
them

"The Wisconsin Anti-Tuberculosis 
association is not supported by the 
state of Wisconsin, as some people 
think. 
Our work ia financed entirely 


by the sale of Red Cross Christmas 
stamps, those little red and 
green 
seals with pictures of 
reindeers or 
Santa Clans on them, which you buy 
at Christmas time. 
If we are cutting 


down our death rate fro'-n tubercu- 
lr=is in Wisconsin; if we are saving 
1,321 
Mir"nn lives every year; if we 


nrp brincinc life and love back to the 
homes nnd hearts of' nur neople, we

He was also a Berlin high school boy, 
FO he belongs 
to the list of young 
Badger historians who got their start 
on our soil and have gone out to other 
states to expand the precepts of Pro- 
fesgor Turner, and teach the import- 
ance of the Middle West in the politi- 
cal, social, and material development 
of the country. The volume in ques- 
tion is an exhaustive 
and thorough 
treatment of one of the ever ebbing 
and flowing efforts to improve condi- 
tions by arousing class consciousness 
and preaching class solidarity. The 
Granger Movement

of these movements,

DYNASTY OF RUSSIA 


IN IMMINENT DANGER 


ENTIRE EXTINCTION 


Emperor's Only Son Suffering From 


Incurable Disease—Other Eu- 


ropean Gossip. 


[BI ASSOCIATED PBESS.J 


London, Nov. 15.—The Russian dy- 
nasty is in imminent danger of dying 
out and the present Emperor Nicnu- 
lasis likely to be the last of the 
Romanoffs to occupy 
the 
imperial 
throne, according to a writer in "Free 
Russia," a newspaper appearing here. 
He says: 


"The y&ung Alexis, the emperor's 
only son. is suffering from an mcura- 
able 
disease—tuberculosis 
of 
the 
bones, it is said—and can only be 
kept alrve for a few months longer. 
The emperor himself has become the 
victim of nts of melancholy. 
His con- 
sort, the unfortunate empress, is still 
suffering 
acutely 
from a complete 
nervous breakdown. 
The question 
arises, therefore, who will be the heir 
to Nicholas the Second, or will he be 
the last of the autocrats of Russia? 
The daughters of Nicholas cannot as- 
cend the throne because Paul J, who 
hated his august mother, Catherine; 
the Great, made a law whereby it be- 
came impossible for a woman to reign 
in Russia. Therefore, in case of the 
demise of Nicholas 
II, the throne 
should fall to his brother Michael. 
But this is hardly possible, since he 
lias renounced all his rights and lias 
married 
morganatically 
a 
Russian 
lady with whom he lives very happily 
1'ar from court intrigues." 
The writer then discussed the grand 
dukes, hut finds, insuperable 
objec- 
tions to all of them. 
Pankhurst Once Non-Mlilitant 
' Miss Christabel Pankhurst, who di- 
rects, from her -exile in Paris, the 
campaign of the militant suffragetteb 
in England, is after all only a recent 
recruit to militancy, as time is meas- 
ured in politics in England. 
Some- 
body has been turning up speeches 
made by Miss Pankhurst, no longer 
ago than 1905, and. ft is', found she 
ranged herself then against the advo- 
cates of militancy. It was at a con- 
ference of 
the 
Independent Labor 
Party at which Miss Pankhurst was a 
delegate, and a resolution had been 
brought forward "extending sympathy 
to the citizens of East Ham in their 
refusal to administer .the Education' 
act on account of the unfair incidence 
of. the rate." There were speeches for 
and against the resolution and then 
Miss Pankhurst, "while in sympathy 
with the resolution, was of opinion 
that it would be safer to use constitu- 
tional means." 
The latest step 
in the new cam- 
which the 
non-militant 
suffragists 
will wage this winter in the. British 
Isles, is the formation of an alliance 
with the Church of England. 
The 
new alliance starts work 
with 
the 
blessing of six bishops and efforts will 
be made to get a formal pronounce- 
ment from the church of its attitude 
towards the question 
of equal suf- 
frage. 


"Little Commonwealth" Success. 
The Little Commonwealth, organiz- 
ed here by George Montagu (a former 


member of parliament, 
whose wife 
Miss Alberta Sturgess of New York), 
alter a close study of tue George Jun- 
ior Rpublic at 
Freeville, New York,

ment required of citizens of the Com- 
monwealth. The boys were appointed 
nurses and the culprits were fed on 
bottles and bathed more in one day 
than they had ever been in their brief 
lives betore. 
After two days of this 
treatment the criminals begged for 
mercy, promising to be model citi- 
zens in the future. 


London Gayer City. 
It would seem that London is be- 
coming a gayer city from the; list ot 
applications for music, dancing and 
stage play licenses which the London 
County Council will deal with at the 
annual licensing meeting. 
The appli- 
cations reach nearly GOO, indicating 
that there is one license for every 
7,500 persons. 
Moving pictures have, 


of course, made the figures so large. 
More suburban theatres, however, are 
applying for music hall licenses, show- 
ing that something with more variety 
than the ordinary . legitimate per- 
formance is required to compete with 
the "movies."' There are also many 
applications for music and dancing 
licenses for West End hotels,and res- 
taurants, where the tango teas and 
ragtime concerts are still in favor.

Its charms remain as an Indelible 
picture lor Its location Is conceded to 
be the most attractive of any in the 
park. 
It is reached by a delightful 


launch ride on the emerald hued lake 
which is bordered by lofty mountains. 
One of these, Golng-to-the-Sun, or, 
according to the Indians, Looking- 
toward-the-Settlng-Sun Mountain, at 
certain seasons of the year shows near 
the summit the face of a woman with 
floating hair. 
As this Is formed of 


pure white snow the Indians call It 
the face of the Virgin Mary. 
The 


camp Itself Is an aggregation of pret- 
ty log chalets located on a rocky ridge 
two hundred 
feet above 
the lake, 


while the mountain 
towers 
behind. 


Another magnificent lake Is McDer- 
mott, where Mary Glacier Camp af- 
fords a fine view of the green water 
set in a pocket of the mountains and 
in the chalets we can hear the dash- 
ing of the falls which form an outlet 
to the lake.

SUBMIT A SCHEDULE 


FOR PRO-RATING OF 


COUNTY'S DEPOSITS 


Funds Will be Divided Among Sixteen 


Banks in Accordance With 


County Board's Reso- 


lution. 


At the session of the county board 
Friday afternoon 
Supervisor M. 1. 
Richardson submitted a schedule for 
pro-rating the county's funds among 
sixteen banks of the county accord- 
ing to the resolution authorizing such 
action. The schedule provides for a 
maximum disposal of $505,000. each 
bank stating the maximum amount 
of the county's money which it would 
care to handle at the flat rate of 2.o 
per cent fixed by the board. 
The 
schedule 
was 
prepared by A. P. 
Burnham, cashier of the Rock County 
National bank after conference with 
the various banks, and it is as fol-

Fanners' Bank of Milton Junction 
and State Bank of Milton Junction, 
each $10,000. 
Bank of Milton, $15,000. 
Footville State Bank, $10,000. 
Farmers' and Merchants' Bank ot 


Orfordville, $10,000. 
The Tobacco 
Exchange Bank ot 
Edgerton. the L. C. Hyde and Brittain 
Bank and the Beloit Savings Hank, 
both o£ Beloit, were the only lhanks 
in the county that are not included 
under the pro-rating propositions. 
The above schedule which was sub- 
mitted to the board will amply pro- 
vide for the funds which Rock county 
will have for deposit. 
It was found 
necessary to reconsider the pro-rating 
proposal at the meeting 
yesterday 
for the reason that the proposition as 
outlined at the Thursday's 
session 
made provision for but $200.000. while 
the county's deposits, especially at 
the time of the collection of taxes, 
before the state money is paid over, 
oftentimes amount 
to 
$300,000 or 
$400,000. 
Consequently 
tho 
banks 
must be ready to handle this money 
as the law requires that 
not more 
than $3,000 shall be kept in the coun- 
ty treasurer's office. 
The committee 


of the board which inspects the'bonds 
of county officials will go over the 
bonds of the various banks which will 
serve as depositories. 
The new system is a radical de- 
parture from any plan heretofore em- 
ployed by the county and will require 
some extra work on the part of the 
county 
treasurer in pro-rating 
the 


funds" in the various banks at the 
right proportions. 
According to the 
sponsors of the system the county 
treasurer may use. if lie sees fit. one 
particular bank upon which to check, 
simply notifying the various 
other 
banks" at the end of the month the 
amount which they should have ready 
at the checking bank subject to the 
treasurer's order. 
For six years past the Beloit banks, 
the Second National and the Beloit 
State, have been the county deposi- 


tories, paying interest on daily bal- 
ances at the rate of 3.1 per cent. Pre- 


i vious to that time the four Janesville 
' banks had handled the county funds 
at a rate of 2 per cent, the award 
being made by bids, which were ad- 
vertised for according to law.

MORE APPLE RECIPES. 


Because the apple is a fruit whtch 


may be found in aLmost any part of 
the globe, and is 
also 
reasonably 


cheap in price, many ways of serving 
the fruit should be kept in mind. 


Baked Apple Ice Cream.—Pare, core 


and quarter ten tart apples, cook with 
sugar and lemon juice or spice. Add 
more sugar, if necessary. 
When cold, 


add a quart of rich milk and cream, 
mixed, with a cup of sugar, scalded 
and cooled, then freeze as any ice 
cream. J3e sure that the mixture is 
quite sweet before freezing. 


Taffy Apples.—Take small, firm, red 


apples with a good stem, wash and 
steam until tender; let cool. 
Pour 


into a deep sauce pan a pound of su- 
gar and a cup of water; boil until a 
little dropped in water 
is 
brittle. 


When it begins to look yellow at the 
bottom of the pan, remove it from the 
fire and set it into a dish of hot wa- 
ter, add a teaspoonful of lemon juice 
and dip each apple quickly into the 
sirup. When each is well coated, lay 
away on waxed paper to harden. 


Masked Apples.—Take as many fine 


flavored apples as 
desired. 
Pare, 


core and steam until tender. Pour one 
teaspoonful of lemon juice over each 
apple; powder thickly with sugar, and 
set away to chill. Make'one pint of 
boiled custard, flavoring with lemon 
rind. While hot add a tablespoonful 
of gelatine dissolved in a little water; 
strain. Take as many sponge cakes 
as apples, dip in lemon juice and ar- 
range on top of the cakes. Fill the 
apple's with dates, and as the custard 
thickens pour it over the apples. Cov- 
er with a meringue, set in the oven 
and brown. Serve very cold. 


Apples baked after careful coring 


and paring are delicious when stuffed 
with chopped raisins and nuts, mixed 
•with a little sugar and butter.
